January 13th, 2016 


Don (KDOHN) opened the meeting at 7:00pm with 18 people present including 3 guests, and asked 
for any proposals for membership. Since there were none, he inquired if everyone read the minutes 
from the December 2015 meeting, and asked for any changes, additions, or corrections. Hearing 
none, Don asked for a motion to approve the minutes. Ed (K9WAY) made a motion to approve and it 
was seconded by Howard (KODFW). The motion carried. 


Treasurer’s Report: 
Larry (WB2UFO) read the Treasurer’s report. Last Month’s Ending Balance was $1,357.83, this 
Month’s Ending Balance is $1,587.62, and the CD Balance is $1,321.98, making the Total Assets 


$2,949.60. A motion to accept the Treasurer's report was made by Ed (K9WAY) and seconded by 
Oral (KOUBR). The motion carried. 


Repeaters: 


Don (KDOHHN) reported that the “88” machine was working fine after Fred replaced a backup battery 
that was causing problems 


Unfinished Business: 
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Don (KDOHN) reminded everyone that dues should be paid by now, and if not, please get them to 
Larry (WB2UFO) as soon as possible. 


Don received a letter from the ARRL with an update about the status HR1301; the Amateur Radio 
Parity Act. The bill had moved to a subcommittee that was meeting on the Monday January 12", and 
Don hadn't received any further updates. The Senate version, SB 1685 cleared it’s committee last 
November so it is apparently moving along. Don reported that Senator McCaskill was having a 
“Listening Post” in Palmyra on December 15". An appointment was needed for a 15 minute time slot. 
Don tried to contact them, but received no response. 


Don (KDOHN) also reminded everyone about “Bike Across Missouri” that will start in St. Joseph on 
the 12" of June and will finish in Hannibal on the 17". They and SEMA want Amateur Radio 
involvement with the event, needing 12 to 15 operators a day. It runs from 8:00am until approximately 
8:00pm. Don (KDOHN) will be the liaison between Region “H”, and our region which is Region “B’. 

Ed (K9WAY) made a motion to allow the event use of our repeater. The motion was seconded by 
Rob (KEODZI), and the motion carried. 


New Business:

He is from 
District “D” in the Joplin area. He previously served as Assistant Section Manager and was highly 
recommended by Dale and will be serving out the remainder of Dale’s term.

Discussion followed about the proposed set-up at the facility with 
questions concerning antennas and generators.

7P, LESOTHO (Update). Members of F6KOP Amateur Radio Club announced that they will be 
active as 7P8C from the Maseru District in Lesotho between February 8-17th. Activity will 
be on 160-6 meters using CW, SSB and RTTY, with 5 stations on the air.

Special event station XR4SURF is QRV from Pichilemu, 
known as the Chilean surfing hotspot, until February 29. QSL via 
bureau. 


8J, JAPAN (Special Event). Japan plays host to the G7 Summit in Ise-Shima, Mie 
Prefecture, May 26-27th. With the support of Mie Prefecture, the JARL issued the special 
callsign 8J2SMT. Activity has started on December 25th, and will continue to May 27th. 
Operation will be on 160m-70cm. QSL will be automatic via the Bureau and there is NO need 
for your QSL. 


C6AMD/MM. This station will operate in Antarctic Seas, CQ Zone 13, from 

February 16th to March 7th, from the vessel "NG Orion", a vessel flagged in the Bahamas. 
The station consists of an Elecraft K3/100 and a 53 foot sloping antenna using a 9:1 unun 
(Balun). The station will be active on CW and SSB on all HF bands with favorable 
propagation. The operator is Buzz, W3EMD, a passenger on the vessel. QSL via W3EMD, 
direct or by the Bureau. 


EN5, SPAIN (AAW Op). Operators Salva/EA5BB, Jose/EA5FL, Tony/EA5BY, 
Vic/EA5KV, Eugin/EC5EA and Juan/EC5JC will activate the special 13th 
Antarctic Activity Week (AAW) station EH5WAP (WAP-267) between February 
22-28th. Activity will be on the HF bands using CW, SSB, RTTY and PSK. 
QSL via EAD5SFL. 
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AS-130. Herbert, DK2BR, will be active as 3W2BR from Con Son Island 
(3WFF-0011) in the South China Sea between March 10-26th. 
Activity will be holiday style on 40-10 meters using SSB, 
RTTY and possibly PSK31. Equipment is an Icom 706 MKIIG into 
verticals. QSL only direct to his home callsign. 


AS-202. Members of Bahrain Amateur Radio Group (BARG) will be active 
as A91HI from Hawar Island between April 28th and May Ist. 
QSL via A92AA. Look for more details to be forthcoming. 


FS, ST. MARTIN. David, F8AAN, will be active as FS/F8AAN from St Martin 

Island (NA-105) between February 10-26th. Activity will be holiday style on 40-10 meters 
using CW only. He normally uses a FT-897 into a portable antenna. QSL via his home 
callsign, direct, LoTW, ClubLog and eQSL. 


KG4, GUANTANAMO BAY. Operators Bill/W4WV and A1/W6HGF will be active as 

KG4WV and KG4HF, respectively, from GITMO between February 20th and March 6th. Activity 
will be on 160-10 meters (possibly 6m) using CW, SSB and the Digital modes. Al is 
planning to operate in the ARRL CW Contest (February 20-22nd) and a RTTY Contest the 
following week. QSL KG4HF via W6HGF, LoTW or ClubLog OQRS. NO STAMPS or IRCs. Al will try 
to upload to LoTW and OQRS daily. QSL KG4WV via W4wWV. NO LoTW. LAST MINUTE ADDED NOTE: 
According to "Daily DX", operators Talley/W4TVG (KG4EU), Ed/KK4PHP (KG4HP) [also Al's 
son], and Barry/K5VIP (KG4BP) will be joining them next month. 


P4, ARUBA. John, W2GD, will be active as P40W from Aruba (SA-036) during the ARRL DX CW 
Contest (February 20-21st) as a Single-Op/All-Band entry. He will be there between 
February 15-22nd. Operations outside of the contest are usually on 160/80m and 30/17/12 
meters as time permits. Watch 160m on the hour and 80m on the half hour. QSL via LoTW or 
direct to N2MM, Bureau cards are no longer accepted. Logs will be loaded on LoTW upon his 
return to the USA. 


PJ2, CURACAO. Sascha, DH6TJ, is now active as PJ2/DH6TJ from Curacao 
(SA-099) until February 15th. Activity will be limited (in between 
scuba diving) on the HF bands using SSB, with a (TRX) SDR Zeus ZS-1, 
(PA) HLA-300V Plus into ZS6BKW + 15m vert. Dipole. QSL via his home 
callsign direct only or LoTW.
